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DETAILED ACTION 

The Amendment, filed on January 22, 2008 has been entered and acknowledged 
by the Examiner. 

Claims 1-18 and 23-25 are pending in the instant application. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

In the Claims 

In claim 9, the last three lines have been replaced with the following text: 
— layer, 

wherein the end of the anode input terminal within the vacuum assembly 
contacts both the phosphor screen and the metal layer, and 

wherein the anode input terminal comprises a transparent conductive material. — 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-18 and 23-25 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 9 the prior art of record neither teaches nor suggests a field 
emission display having all the limitations as claimed and particularly the conductive 
layer having a portion extending beyond the sealant as an anode input terminal to which 
anode input voltage is applied wherein the anode input terminal comprises a 
transparent conductive layer. 

Claims 10-15 are allowed because of their dependency status from claim 9. 

The reason for allowing claims 1-8, 16-18 and 23-25 has already been cited by 
the Examiner in the previous office action mailed 1 1/27/07.
